Iris Avenue Trolley Apartments will be a new 64-unit affordable housing community 

located at 1507 Howard Avenue , San Diego, which is situated directly across the street 

from the Iris Avenue Transit Center in the Otay Mesa West neighborhood of San Diego. 

On the 41,818 square foot site, Eden housing will construct 30 x 1-bedroom units, 17 x 2-

bedroom units, and 17 x 3-bedroom units. The project will serve low income families at 

incomes at or below 50% of the County’s Area Median Income.
